REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art, Freeman et al., Circulation 103:357-372 (2001), teaches glucose 
transport across the endothelium which generally refers to movement of glucose from 
capillaries into tissues; and the present application teaches glucose transport or uptake 
from the interstitial fluid of peripheral adipose tissues (movement of glucose from the 
extracellular space into the selective cells. 

Therefore, glucose uptake into cells and glucose transport across the 
endothelium do not share the same mechanisms of action as set forth in the Declaration 
submitted under 37 CFR 1 .1 32.
